enemies, you are the Chief Registrar 
for the City of lioi>kinsville. As 
such you .ire hereby notified that the 
registration is to commence at 6 a. m., 
on February 4 next, and to continue 
on each dav successively thereafter 
between the hours of 6 a. m. and 8 p. 
m. up to and including the 9th day of 
February, at 8 p. m." 

The term "alien enemy," as at 
present defined by the statute, in- 
cludes all natives, citizens, denizens, 
or «ubject8 of a foreign nation or 
government with which war has been 
declared, beigg males of the age of 
14 years and upward, who shall be 
within the United States and not actu- 
ally naturalized as American citizens. 
Females are not alien enemies with- 
in the present statutory definition 

The registration at this time is di- 
rected against subjects of the German 
government under the foregoing 
paragraph. The penalty for failure 
to register under this order is given 
as follows: 

"An alien cr.emy required In reg- 
ister who fails to complete In* regit 
tr.itiou within the time fixed therefor 
or who violates or attempts to violate, 
or of whom there is reasonable 
ground to believe that he ia about 
to violate any regulation duly pro- 
mulgated by the President of the 
United States or these regulations, m 
addition to all other penalties pre- 
scribed by law, is liable to restraint, 
imprisonment, and detention for the 
duration of the war. or to give se- 
curity, or to remove ami depart from 
the United States in the manner pre- 
scribed by sections 4,067, 4,li6i> and 
4,li7ti of the United States Revised 
Statutes, and to all other penalties 
the several proclama- 
tions of the President of the United 
States and in the regulations pro- 
mulgated by or under the authority 
of the President."

MISSIONS OF THE AIRPLANE 

-ightlng and Bombing, Using Both 
Small and Fast, and Largo and 
Powerful Machine* la Purpose. 

The tendency in airplanes haa 
been to run to two extreme* — for 
fighting, as small and fast 
sible ; and for bombing, as large and 
powerful as possible, says Scribner's. 
In n three-fieater one passenger sita 
out in front mounted in a machine- 
gun turret. The pilot comes next, 
immediately behind the motor, while 
the second passenger sits behind him 
mounted in another machine-gun 
turret This airplane ia capable of 
carrying many hundred pounds of
